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PROFILE of 
PAUL FRANKLIN

WHEN you begin your career in 
professional football by having to 
mark Kenny Dalglish, things can 
only pet casier. But Wycombe 
Wanderers’ coach Paul Franklin

in at the deep end and he's always 
come to the surface with a smile 
on his face, 

‘Frankie’ as he's known to every. 
one at Adams Park is a far ery 
from the public image of Essex 
Man, even though he was born 
and bred east of London in West 
Ham territory. His football skills 
brought him to the attention of 
Watford, a club then emerging 
from Third Division obscurity un- 
der the ‘dream team’ of manager, 
Graham Taylor and chairman, 
Elton John. 

Under the watchful eye of youth 
team coach, Tom Walley, the 
young Franklin made rapid prog- 
ress through the ranks at Watford 
and gained his first honour while 
still a teenager. 

He starred in the Watford side 
which won the FA Youth Cup, 
beating Manchester United in the 
final. Uniteds team included 
fledvling stars like Mark Hughes, 
Norman Whiteside and Clayton 
Blackmore and Frankie's task was 
to keep tabs on Hughes. It was 
not to be the last time he'd be 
landed with an unenviable job! 

It was a fabulous era at Vicarage 
Road as Watford stormed straight 
through two divisions, gaining pro- 
motion to the old First Division 
for the first time in their history, 

With a megastar chairman and 
a high profile young manager, 
Watford took the football elite by 
storm in their inaugural season in 
the top of 1982/83, eventually fin- 
ishing runners-up to the men from 
Anfield. 

On the very last day of that sea- 
son, with the title already decided, 
Graham Taylor gave a first team 
debut to a young defender who'd 
been performing brilliantly in the 

ne serves, 

And so it was then the name ‘P 
Franklin® was written onto. the 
Watford teamsheet for the first 
time: The opponents at Vicarage 
Road were the champions them- 
selves and Franklin's job was to 
mark Kenny Dalglish! 

Says Frankie: “It goes without 
saying that I found Dalglish a real 
handful, but what defender didn't? 

“We actually won the game 2-1 
with Luther Blissett scoring the 
winner. The attendance was over 
27,000 and I enjoyed every min- 
ute.” 

The following season, Frankie 
gained a regular first team place 
as Watford continued their success, 
this time in the FA Cup, They

I had an operation straight 
away and had to sit owt the rest 
of the season as the team went all 
the way to Wembley.

We lost the final against 
Everton and my knee was very slow 
to recover, It was 18 months before 
I got back to playing again and 
ironically my first game back was 
against Birmingham!" 

Sadly, Frankie's return was to 
be shortlived as his knee continued 
to cause problems, He made only 
seven more appearances for Wat- 
ford before being loaned out to 
Shrewsbury and Swindon. Event- 
wally, he was sold to Reading, then 
in the old Third Division under 
the management of lan Branfoot. 

“The knee never really recover- 
ed”, says Frankie. “In all I had 
five operations on it at Waiford 
and another two in my time at 
Reading. I still managed to make 
a few appearances for Reading in 
the season they rcached Wembley 
in the old Simod Cup. Would you 
believe, I was involved in every 
round, but then the manager left

At the start of the following sea- 
son Frankie became first team 
coach and the boots were put away 
for the last time: “I'd done a bit 
of work coaching younpsters al 


Watford and I'd been on various 
FA courses, but ld never worked 
with senior players before,” 

The partnership with Manager 
O'Neill founshed as Wycombe 
success Story began to take shape. 

The coach's quiet but forceful 
style worked perfectly alongside 
the [rishman’s more demonstrative 
approach. “Martin and | talk 
about all aspects of the team and 
I like to think that he has a healthy 
respect for my opinions,” says 
Frankie. 

Last summer, the opportunity 
arose for him to become full-time 
at the club, and Frankie jumped 
at the chance. “I'd grafted my way 
up to the position of sales manager 
with Universal Office Suppliers. It 
was a good job, decent money and 
excellent employers but I couldn't 
wail ta get back to the pro game 
again.

Dye to priority deadlines, I'm 
writing this piece when there's still 
six league games to play. Hopeful- 
ly, Tm not being prophetic but this 
illustrates what in my opinion is 
the ridiculously unfair situation 
which exists in our national game 
duc to the play-offs procedure, in- 
troduced a few years ago. 

Yes, OR, all 22 clubs participat- 
ing in Division 3 know the rules 
from the outset — namely that the 
top three clubs achieve’ automatic 
promotion but the next four sides 
compete in an end of term knock- 
out competition, culminating ina 
Wembley *Final' with the winners 
over the 90 minutes (plus of course 
extra time, if needed) on that late 
Spring afternoon qualifying for the 
final promotion spot. 

This, notwithstanding the fact 
that they may have finished the 
42-game league campaign several 
positions; points lower than a side, 
or sides who are condemned to 
spend another scason in the Foot- 
ball Leapue’s basement. 

The prime example of this anom- 
aly occurred at the end of last sea- 
son, not in Division 3, but in Divi- 





came West Ham and Portsmouth, 
The East Londoners, however, fin- 
ished as runners-up because they 
had scored all of one goal more 
than hapless Pompey, 

In the play-offs Portsmouth were 
to face 7th placed Leicester City 
who had finished with 76 points —
